the Independent Socialists, the mod- 
erate Socialists in Germany have per- 
mitted the destruction of democracy 
and established a dictatorship of or- 
ganized factory workers supported 
by soldiers. 

Germany now has a government 
composed exclusively of Socialists, 
responsible to Soviets chosen by or- 
ganized workers, and in which the 
remainder of the population has no 
voice. It is Lenine’s program and 
has consciously a form of Bolshe- 
vism as the present government. It 
does not pretend to represent the 
whole people but has as its purpose a 
workers’ Gictatorship to put into ac- 
tion active Socialism. 

The fact that all the Socialists 
combined in Germany are not a ma- 
jority of its population is a matter 
of indifference. It is-exactly the 
game doctrinarism which establishea 
the Bolshevik dictatorship in Russia. 
It takes the position that the only 
way ever to establish Socialism is oy 
dictatorship.

The editors of Vor- 
waerts, who were leaders among the 
moderates, said only a few days ago 
that the moderates must not yield 
te independents and “experiment on 
the living body of society.”

The tactics of the German Bo!l- 
sheviki are typical of the Russian 
Bolsheviki. Although in the minor- 
ity, they are the most violent portion 
and are ready to bolt. When Lenine 
tried the same tactics a year aco 
last June the first all-Russian Soviet 
holted, but had to return. This shows 
how far Bolshevik thought has 
gone since that time. The German 
Independents, who have a Bolshevik 
program, needed only three days to 
accomplish what it took the Russian 
Bolsheviki six months to do. 

' There are three important facts 
about the new Government: First, 
there are only Sociaiist 
second, it is responsible only to the 
Soviets; third, the National Consti- 
onal assembly has been indefi- 
tely postpened. 

According to the 

. the National Assembly can 
never be held. as the Bolsheviki do 
not admit anyone that has any po- 
litical rights except the organized 
workers. The Soviets alro are or- 
ganized on the same loose basis as 
in Ruasia.

RECONSTRUCTION COMMISSION 


New Advisory Board May Lay Down 
Broad Lines Upon Which Nation's 
Affairs Shall Be Made Over.

Nature of Settlement of War 
Problems Vital to Settle- 
ment of World Problems, 
He Tells Supporters. 
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STRONGLY FAVORS A 
LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


Outlines Advanced Recon- 
struction Program and Ob- 
tains Pledge of Support for 
Coalition Government. 


By the Associated Press 
L LONDON, Nov. 14.—“One o 
; ‘ forthcomin 
‘ lection will be the nature 
of the peace settlement. It will mean 
ithe settlement of the world.” Pre- 
-mier Lioyd George made this an- 
nouncement in an address to his lib- 
|} eral supporters on Nov. 11. 
“What are the principles cn 


which that settlement is to be ef- 
fected? Are we to lapse back 
into the old national! rivalries, ani- 
mosities and competitive arma- 
ments or are we to initiate the 
reign on earth of the Prince of 
Peace? It is the duty of Liberal- 
ism to use its influence to insure 
that it shall be a reign.of peace 

“What are conditions of peace? 
They must lead to a settlement 
which will be fundamentally just. 
No settlement that contravenes the 
principles of eternal justice will be 
a permanent one. The peace of 
1871 imposed by Germany on 
France outraged all the principles 
of justice and faiz play. Let us be 
warned by that example. 

“Avoid Peace of Revenge.” 

‘We must not allow any sense 
of revenge, any spirit of greed, any 
grasping desire to override the 
fundamental principles of right- 
eousness. Vigorous attempts will 
be made to hector and bully the 
Government in an endeavor to 
make them depart from the strict 
principles of right and to satisfy 
some base, sordid, squalid ideas of 
vengeance and of avarice We 
must relentlessly set our faces 
against that. 

The mandate of this Govern- 
ment at the forthcommeg election 
will mean that the Dritish dclega- 
tion to the peace congress will ! 
in favor of a just peace. 

Discussing the questions of a 
league of nations, the Premier said 
that such a league was more neces- 
sary now than ever. -He pointed out | 
that the conditions which prevailed 
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A large number of small! na- 
tions have been reborn in Europe, 
and these will require a League of 
Nations to protect them against 
the covetousness of ambitious and 
erasping neighbors. In my judg- 
ment a League of Nations is abso- 
lutely essential to permanent peace 

We shall go to the peace con- 
ference to guarantee’ that a 
League of Nations is a reality. I! 
am one of those who believe that 
without peace we cannot have 
progress. A League of -Nations 
guarantees peace and guarantees 
algo an allround reduction of arm- 
aments, and that red ction of 
armaments is a guarantee that you 
can get rid of conscription here. 

Of .ourse, we must have in this 
country an efficient army to police 
the empire, but I am looking for- 
ward to a condition of things, with 
the existence of a League of Na- 
trons. under which conscription 
will not be necessary in any coun- 
try.

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THE HOHENZOLLERNS’ LAST RESORT. 

What is to be done with the ex-Kaiser is a question 
in whose ultimate decision few sentimental or academic 
considerations can enter. It is one of the most practical 
and vital questions now confronting the allies. As for 
Germany, the entire course and process of its recon- 
struction may be influenced by the answer. 

The swift progress of events in the last hours of his 
reign was not too swift for Hohenzollern agility. With 
the Bolsheviki precedent so recent and so terrifying in 
possibilities, Wilhelm painstakingly associated himself 
in the public mind as the single hope against revolu- 
tionary disorder and excesses. Proclaiming his own un- 
willingness to assume the responsibility of “handing over 
Germany to anarchy,” he refused to retire. Abdicating 
under compulsion, he went just across the line into Hol- 
land, where he can keep in touch with Germany and 
from which a quick response could be made to any call 
for him or one of his numerous heirs. 

Is it probable that the example of that Bourbon who 
afterward reigned as Louis XVIII was absent from the! 
ex-Kaiser’s mind? He fled from Paris the same nicht 
Louis XVI fled, but escaped when the brother was cap- | 
tured. At Coblenz, a few miles from the French border, | 
he set up a sort of court that became a center of in- 
trigue and a rendezvous for all the royalists and disaf- 
fected of France. He lived afterward in Courland, Po- 
land, Sweden and England, but always as a disturber 
and trouble maker and after 23 years of exile went back 
to the throne of France.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Presi- 
dent Wilson is said to have given no 
indication as to how he regards the 
suggestion from high sources in EBu- 
rope that he attend the great con- 
ference which is to re-establish the 
peace of a war-torn world.

however, are understood to consider 
that acceptance of the invitations 
would involve needless risk and 
would serve no purpose that could

Uouse called to his assistance 
some of the leading lawyers, econ- 
omists and scfentists of the country. 
and by them the research work has 
been carried on steadily in this and 
other countries. 

Though no special attempt has, 
been made to clothe this so-called 
“House inquiry” with a veil of se-’ 
crecy, the investigators have dis- 
couraged publicity on the ground 
that the purpose of their work might 
be misunderstood. 

At one time soon after the inquiry 
was undertaken there was 4a little 
flare-up of criticism in Congress, 
and some people, jumping to the con- 
clusion that any movement looking 
far forward to peace was calculated 
to hinder the prosecution of the war. 
got the idea that some form of paci 
fist propaganda was under way. 


A Preparedness Movement. 


Just the contrary was true. _ It 
was strictly a preparedness move- 
ment, designed to put America. 
which had not paid much attention 
to the under-currents of European 
politics, on a diplomatic parity with 
the other nations that will sit at the 
peace table. The investigation, it ix 
believed by those famillar with the 
facts, will justify itself by the re- 
sults. 

Probably 200 persons have been 
engaged in the investigation which 
has had its headquarters in New 
York, and the expenses have been 
met out of the President's persona! 
fund of $50,000,000. 

A tremendous amount of infor- 
mation has been collected and clas- 
sified so that it can be made available 
at a moment's notice. Does an 
American delegate wish authoritative 
data on the shifting boundary lines 
of the Balkan countries? Ready to 
hand, he will find a report by a ge- 
ographer. Is it a legal point aris- 
ing out of some existing treaty? 
Here, then, is the conclusion on that 
point by a lawyer. And if the prob- 
lem involves finance, here is the ex- 
pert view of an economist. 

From two authoritative sources ft 
was learned last night that the Pres- 
ident now is seriously considering 
the suggestion that he attend the 
peace conference. It is not, how- 
ever, believed that his mind is fully 
made up. There its always the pos- 
sibility that, should he decide to go.
